John Marsman, Savage Arms 
PR man sends along a reminder 
that the FBI quarterly report on 
crime has been issued for the 
current year. It doesn’t read at 
all like it was supposed to. 

•Law-abiding citizens, including 
gun - owning sportsmen, have 
waited anxiously for the report 
and the good news they expected 
dt would contain-a-drop in the na¬ 
tion’s crime rate. 

We have justifiable reason for 
such expectations. Guns, we were 
told repeatedly, were responsible 
foi- the crime problem. Restrict 
their use, purchase and ownership 
by tougher laws, or take them out 
of circulation completely, and the 
crime rate would drop. 

Despite the protests and active 
opposition of legitimate gun own¬ 
ers, who recognize the fallacy of 
such reasoning, tougher laws 
have been passed in recent years. 
They range from the Gun Control 
Act of 1968 on the national level 
i to registration and licensing laws 
on state levels. 

It’s become increasingly diffi¬ 
cult, in some cases almost impos¬ 
sible, to purchase guns and am¬ 
munition for legitimate purposes. 
Such laws are supposed to deter 
the criminal in his attempt to ac¬ 
quire a firearm for unlawful use. 
Thus far, it hasn’t worked out 
that way. 

The FBI report says the crime 
•rate climbed 10% during the first 
three months of this year, as 
compared with the corresponding 
1968 period. 

Murder went up 7%, rape 12%, 
aggravated assault 8%, and rob- 
ibery 22%. Nowhere is there men¬ 
tion of a decrease in crime. 

If tougher gun laws are sup¬ 
posed to reduce crime, as the an¬ 
ti-gun radicals have stated, why 
the paradox? Can it be the theory 


is false? 

It’s time for the citizen who 
has no interest in guns, and who 
appears to be losing out in this 
battle against crime, to join the 
sportsmen. Jointly they should 
challenge those lawmakers who 
either have been misled by anti¬ 
gun propaganda or are promoting 
the anti-gun movement behind 
the smoke screen of a crime cru¬ 
sade.

in their town. One could not help 
but be impressed with the report 
of efficiency in getting things 
done in a most expeditious man¬ 
ner. 

We would like to share with 
you the many advantages of 
Town Government as administer¬ 
ed by a Manager-Council Plan. 
Let me say at the outset that 
contrary to the belief that many 
of you may have, your Democra¬ 
tic privilege to control your 
Town is not usurped by this 
plan. The Town Manager Plan 
of Administration is roughly an¬ 
alogous to the corporate form of 
administration. Perhaps the 
greatest difference between the 
Manager Plan of Town Adminis¬ 
tration and the corporate form 
of management is the opportunity 
for Democratic control. A cor¬ 
poration may be controlled by a 
small percentage of the stock¬ 
holders who hold a controlling 
percentage of stock. A Town is 
controlled by the Town meeting 
at which every voter or Town 
meeting member has an equally 
weighted vote.

The advent of “Home Rule” in 
Massachusetts makes it now pos¬ 
sible for the citizens, through its 
charter commission, to choose the 
Town Manager Plan which they 
consider most adaptable to our 
Town. The first step is to petition 
the voters to support a program 
for adoption. It is necessary to 
get the signatures of 15% of the 
voters eligible at our last elec¬ 
tion to support the program. 

When this is accomplished and 
the signatures are approved by 
the Board of Registrars, the 
Board of Selectmen resolve that 
a referendum question shall be 
placed on the ballot at the next j 
Town election, seeking the per- j 
mission of the voters to establish 
a charter commission. A second 
question in referendum asks the 
voters to choose the charter com¬ 
mission members, the usual num¬ 
ber on the charter commission is 
nine. 

Should this group be elected 
and granted a nominal fund to 
support their proposed program, 
it will be their obligation to 
write the charter. It is expected 
that at some point in their pre¬ 
paration, they will hold a public 
hearing to listen to suggestions. 
After weighing these criticisms, 
they will finalize the charter and 
submit it at the next town elec¬ 
tion for ratification. 

This is not a brief and untiring 
process. On more than one occa¬ 
sion, efforts have been so lengthy 
and strenuous that the program 
has been forsaken. Your commit¬ 
tee has resolved that such will 
not be the case. The committee 
insists that at least the towns¬ 
people will be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to review the plan and 
take final action on it. 

Many forms of the Town Man¬ 
ager Plan are possible. Space 
and time does not permit a de¬ 
tailed account of each of these in 
this column. Generally the plan j 
encompasses the election of five- 
or seven councilmen or selectmen 
as the case may be. School com¬ 
mitteemen are also elected and 
serve in a manner similar to that 
in our present government, be¬ 
ing separated from other town 
agencies. 

The selectmen appoint a pro¬ 
fessionally trained Town Man¬ 
ager. He does not serve usually 
under any form of contract and 
may be removed at the discretion 
of the board. He is given full 
rein to administrate the affairs of 
the Town except these pertaining 
to education. He appoints the 
Police.Chief, Fire Chief, D.P.W. 
Superintendent, Town Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, Town Planner, As¬ 
sessor, Tree Warden and all other 
agents. All of these appointees 
are directly responsible to the 
Manager. This close association ’ 
means improved efficiency. The 
'Manager prepares the budget for 
the ensuing year, presents it to j 
the Finance Supervisors and to | 
the Selectmen. Later the budget 
is presented to the Town meeting 
for adoption. When approved it 
is the Manager’s obligation to 
“Live With it.” 

Only those who have been a 
part of our present system can 
fully realize how beneficial such | 
a plan could mean to the advan¬ 
cement of our community.
